TO 

Amend the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870. a.d. isTa.. 

W HEREAS by the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, 
the iTsages prevalent in the province of Hlster laaown as and 
in that Act intended to he included under the denomination of the 
Ulster-Tenant Right Custom, were declared to he legal, and it was 
5 enacted that in the case of any holding in the said province proved 
to be subject thereto the same should be enforced in manner therein 
mentioned : 

And whereas difficulties have arisen in carrying the said pro- 
visions into effect, and it is expedient to amend the said Act : 

20 Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords SpMtual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the autho- 
rity of the same, as follows : 

1 . Every holding situate in the province of Ulster shall, rmtil the Presumption 
25 contrai-y is xjroved, be presumed to be subject to the right or privi- 

leo-e on the part of the tenant thereof, if proceeded against by ot° holdings 
ejectment for non-payment of rent, or otherwise disturbed by the - 

landlord, or if at any time desiring to quit his holdhig, of .selling 
such holding — subject to the payment of the rent at which the same 
20 is held, or such fairly valued rent as may ho payable in respect 
thereof from time to time— to an incoming tenant to whom the land- 
lord shall not mahe reasonable objection; or on resumption of the 
holding by the landlord, of receiving from him the value of such 
holding as if the same were so sold to such incoming tenant as 
26 aforesaid : Provided always, that out of any moneys payable to the 
tenant by reason of any such sale or resumption, there shall be paid 
to the landlord all sums due to him from the tenant or his predecessors 
in title, for rent or otherwise, in respect of the same holding. 
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2. Such presumption shall not he deemed to he rebutted by proof 
that the tenant holds or has held under a lease or other -written 
contract of tenancy, unless such lease or contract has expressly 
excluded such right or privilege. 

3. Such presumption shall not he deemed to he rebutted by proof 5 
merely that the holding, or any part thereof, lias been smrendered 
to the landlord for the tune being by the present or any previous 
tenant ; or that neither the present tenant, nor any of his prede- 
cessors in title, had, on coming into the holding, paid any money or 
given any other valuable consideration to the outgoing tenant for 10 
such holding. 

4-. Such presumption shall not be deemed to be rebutted by proof 
that restrictions upon the amount to be obtained by or paid to the 
tenant for his holding have been imposed by the landlord or his 
predecessors in title. 15 

5 . A tenant entitled to sell his holding may sell the same, 
cither by puhhc auction or by private contract, to any person to 
■whom the landlord shall not make reasonable objection as afore- 
said ; provided always, that if the landlord himself desires to resume 
possession of the holding, he shall he entitled to do so, on paying to 20 
the tenant such sum as the holding would reahse if sold as aforesaid 

to an unobjectionable tenant. 

6. The word " holding ” in this Act shall mean any holding 

situate in the province of Ulster, and agricultmal or pastoral in its 
character, or partly agi'icultm’al and partly pastoral. 25 

The word “landlord ” and the word “tenant” respectively shall 
have the meaning assigned thereto respectively as in the Landlord 
and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870. 

7 . This Act may he referred to as the Land Act (L-cland) 
Amcnihneut Act, 1875. 

8. Tins Act shall apply to Ireland only. 
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
